Huge Submarine, 
TwiceT hoseNow, 
Launched byNavy 


Portsmouth, N. H., July 17.—A 
submarine, twice as large as any 
built previously for the United States 
navy, was launched at the navy yard 
here today. This big undersea fight- 
er, to be known as the V-1, is the 
first of a fleet of nine that will be 
able to accompany the battle fleet at 
sea in any weather and at any speed 
of which the fleet is capable. 

Exact statement as to the radius 
in which the VY-1 can operate was not 
given out by the’ naval authorities, 
hut indication that she could cross 
the Atlantic and return without re- 
plenishing fuel or supplies was Been 
in the statement “that the V-1 can 
make anv voyage of which the fleet 
as a whole is capable.” 

The vessel is 341 feet 6 inches 
over all, has a maximum breadth of 
"7 feet 6 5-8 inches, a surface speed 
of ®1 knots, a speed of knots sub- 
merged, and a surface displacement 
of 2.164 tons. She is so nearly self- 
sustaining that she will not need the 
services of a mother ship when in 
port, She will carry a whale boat and 
a motor launch each 24 feet long. 

Fresh water will be in ample sup- 
ply, the heat of exhaust gases from 
the Diesel engines being used with a 
special oil-fired boiler and 
of electric heaters to evaporate water 
and provide steam. 

The ventilation system is described 
as much more extensive than that 
fitted on anv previons United States 
submarine, including provisice for re- 
vitalizing the air by the addition of 
exygen. The V-1 wll carry seven of- 
ficerg and SO men.

No one ever 
dreamed that a congress of the 
United States, under pressure of a

Now let us see how come. 

School Life, published by the bu- 
reau of education at Washington, 
gives the data I am quoting. Of all 
the pupils whose teeth were examined. 
47.9 per cent used a toothbrush ir- 
regularly, 44.6 per cent used the brush 
daily, and 7.5 per cent used no brush. 

Does it pay to use a toothbrush at 
all? I am carefully refraining from 
committing myself on that. I neither 
affirm nor deny. TI merely inquire 
What do you think? 

The survey does not inform us 
whether the 7.5 per cent of pupils 
who used no toothbrush had the best 
teeth of the lot, but I should like to 
have an opportunity to make a good 
wager with some one who believes in 


brushing the teeth, on a question like | 


that. 

Until we get away from our pres- 
ent custom of restricting children to 
ultra-refined and denaturized food the 
more or less regular daily use of the 
toothbrush will probably remain an 
essential of mouth hygiene. I there- 
fore Advise that every child be taught 
to make use of the toothbrush dailv As 
part of the toilet, from the earliest 
possible time after the cutting of the 
first teeth to the time of the eruption 
of such of the third molars (wisdom 
teeth) as the individual is to have. 
About half of us go through life shy 
from one to all four wisdom teeth at 
present. We don't need ’em to mas- 
ticate pap. 

I'm a little regretful now of all the 
good time I wasted brushing my teeth 
after I had cut my wisdom teeth. In 
the first place it didn’t get me any- 
thifg in the way of better teeth. In 
the next place I might have devoted 
that time with greater advantage to 
the business of saving my hatr. 

Once in a month or two. even yet, 
I get a dirty feeling and go and brush 
inv teeth to ease my conscience. But 
to tell the honest truth J know very 
well that I am merely easing my con- 
science, not saving my teeth, 

The recent trend of all scientific 
research is strongly in the direction 


_l am pointing here, that is, that teeth 


of 


brushing is a rite which perhaps eases 
the conscience and momentarily over- 
comes a dirty feeling but doesn't save 
teeth. 

The nature of the diet and the vee 
of the teeth in the mastication of the 
kind of foods required to furnish the 
kind of material to build sound teeth, 
determine the condition of the teeth 
not the tooth brushing rite. The diet 
of the prospective mother must be ad- 
equate to insure sound teeth for the 
unborn child. The infant's @iet must 
be adequate. The child's diet and 
the diet of the adult should be un- 
denaturized,
